afterda* afternoon at 2 o'clock, aged 80

years. She wu born in London, Eng-
laad, and came to thii country about the
year 1793.

^

Wk learn from the Steubenville Herald
of lut evening that Mr. Chaa. Wallace,
died on Sunday morning lut. Mr. Wal¬
lace bae been in bad health for the put
eighteen months, and at the time of his
death, wu in hie 29th year. Bis life woa
identified with the woolen mannfacturiog
interest of Steubenyille.

There are daily published in Paris
forty-seven political journals, large and
small. Twenty-two of them are Repub¬
lican, six Legitimist, five Orleaniit, seven
Bonapartist, five unclused, besides the
official organs. Of the thirty-five large
journals, 400,000 copies are issued by the
Republican sheets; 24,000 by the Legiti-
mist; 60,000 by the Orleanist; 60,000 by
the Bonapartist, and 90,000 unclused
total, 634,000 copies.
Pittsburgh is going in for some li^ht

houses to take the place of gu lamps.

The lights will be so located that a
porfeot crossing of the beams will be
effected and every light will neutralize
the shadows of the other. The lanterns
are to be of such an elevation that they
will overlook the surrounding hills.
Each of them will be provided with four
lights and four conclave reflectors from
six to eight feet wide and from ten to
twelve feet high. The reflectors are to
be made of copper, heavily plated with
silver.

Those who know any thing of General
Fremont are not surprised at learning
that he has frittered away the fine for¬
tune his wife brought him, and that he
and his family are close to actual want.
The only wonder is that this did not

happen years ago. If he conducted his
household affairs u recklessly u he did
the National expenses while in command
at St. Louis, a rich yielding gold mine
would hardly suffice to keep him going.
It appears that all his furniture and
library have been sold by the Sheriff, and
that he hu only been kept from destitu¬
tion by kind friends who secured him an

appointment which yields him a small
Income.

Contentment on the Farm.
In these dajs when every man ia "mak-!

ing haate to be rich," and the old meth¬
ods of earning a livelihood are condemn¬
ed aa too alow and tedious, such advice
as that given by the New Eogland Home-
Mead ia worthy of careful consideration.
If BometimeH the farmer feela that hia lot
ia a hard one, and long* for the larger
opportunitiea of gaining wealth which
some other callings offer, there are other
occaaiona, and by no means rare ones,
when be ia led to reflect upon theaitua-
lion and be glad that he ia free from the
entanglements and temptationB of a mer¬

cantile or manufacturing life. While the
farmer whose houae ia burdened with a

heavy mortgage, finds it no easy matter
to aell off a aurplua product to meet tho
demands for interest money made upon
him, he ia no worse ofT in this respect than
thousands nf working men in the citiea
and villagea, while hia aource of income
ia altogether more fixed and certain than
theirs. If the aeaaon ia unfavorable to
certain crope, there are othera which can
take their place, while by careful and in¬
telligent attention to his buaineas he can
overcome many difficulties, and reap re.
warda which seem unattainable to the ig¬
norant and careless.

If he avails himself of the ordinary
laws of health, the larmer is pretty cer-
taid to enjoy life belter in this respect
than most others. He has, as the imme¬
diate result of his own eOorts, tho fresh¬
est and best of the productions of the
aoil, the shambles and the dairy. That
he is a long way from living up to his
privileges in thia respect is too often true,
though that mistake ia being remedied.
Phyaical labor, too, though frequently
prosecuted in farm work beyond what it
should be, is far less exhaustive than the
mental worry aud toil which undermine
the health and shorten the lives of so

many buainesa men.
There are lessons, too, full of meaning

to those discontented with country life,
in auch a financial and moral ruin as has
jaat fallen upon one of our Maasacbu-
setts manufacturing cities. We do not
allude alone to the suffering which
muatcome to eo many of the employes
of the Fall River mllla through the era-
barrasaments caused by the defalcation
of Hathaway and Chace, but the career
of these men, with that of Pond, of Wor-
cester, and Winslow, of Newton, and a
multitude more, are a constant reminder
that all men are but human, and that
when assailed at their weakest points
by some great and peculiar temptation
they generally fall. And especially in
these timea of wide spread disaster, fol¬
lowing a period of feverish and unnatural
proaperity, the moral aense of men weak-
ena and they are guilty of acts which, un¬
der different circumstances, they would
be in no danger of committing. Few men
had more to lose through a course of dia-
honeaty than Chace and Pond. Honored
membera of Christian Churches,esteemed
and trusted in social life, in^ the ranks of
buainesa and the balls of legialation, with
reputations extending throughout the
Commonwealth and beyond it, it would
seem that the restraining influences would
have held them back from crime. We do
not yet know the hiatory of the Fall
River defaultera in the first stage* of
their guilt, but we do know that with the
opportunity came the temptation and dis¬
honor and ruin were the result. And with
the oonfeiousnesa of guilt and the cer¬
tainty that expoaure must come at no
very distant day, it may reasonably be
doubted whether Hathaway and Chace
have been much happier for the past four
or five years than they are to-day.In the light of these things, the prayer,MGlve me neither poverty nor riches,"
has a depth of meanina which is not of¬
ten attached to it. The man who tills
the soil, owning free of debt farm enough
to support him and his family comforta¬
bly, training up his children to lives of
unselfishness, usefulness and duty, fitting
them, ao far as he can, for the work be¬
fore them, is more to be envied than the
merchant of supposed wealth, whom dis¬
aster after disaster threatens with bank¬
ruptcy, or the manufacturer who stands
like the criminal on the scaffold, await¬
ing the dread moment when wealth and
good name, and esteem of friends, are to
be swept from under him, or yet the cap¬
italist, whose life is so occupied in pro¬
tecting his possessions, that he has no
time to spare for their enjoyment.

Valedictory Addreftft to tbe Orad-
natlng L'laaa ol the Ilaltluiore
C ollege of Dental Margery.
We hire on oar table a "Valedictory

Addrcm to the Graduating Clan of tbe
Baltimore College of Dental Sorgery, by
E. B.Oardette.M- D."

This Address we notice wu delivered
twenty-nine years ago, and has just been

re-published at the request of many
friends.

Dr. Gardette has long ranked as one of
the most distinguished Dentists in the
United States. He is now President of
the Board of Trustees of the Jefferson
Medical College, Philadelphia, Pa.
We quote a few remarks In reference

to character and reputation yrhich though
addressed to Dental Students have a gen-
eral application.
"Let me say a few words as to the dla-

tinction I would draw between character
and reputation.
The two terms (character and reputa*

tion) are commonly supposed to be syn¬
onymous, or at least are so used contin¬
ually, an error by no means confined to
lour vocation. It is a common fault,
whether we look toother professions and
the reputations or characters that men

have formed for themselves, or whether
we turn to the same features of social
life.
There are reputationi for wealth, tbe

fictitious capital of the merchant or bank¬
er, who (more cunning than wise) gets
extensive credits upon his reputation,
until stoppage or failure brings investi¬
gation; his accounts are balanced, and he
is found sadly deficient in assets to meet
the just demands against bim. And when
executors to an estate come to close the
accounts, heirs as well as creditors too
often discover the distinction between tbe
reputation for wealth, and its reality.
Your character is an actual and import¬

ant part of yourself, your reputation
merely what others choose to make out
and determine for you.
There are reputations for learning, for

wit, for greatness, many of which "loom
large in tbe distance,like ships at sea;
and hence, perhaps, it is said, "no man is
a great man to his valet de chambre." Close
examination of the real substance, the
characters of men, will make any one of
you at least as good a judge as the menial
just named, of the distinction between
truth, which is character, and its shadow,
which is reputation.
The reputation a man may create for

himself by empty show and doubtful
promises is never so enduring as that
fame which others are forced to extend to
bim as the unavoidable result of his own
good deeds. Tbe one is a credit for abil¬
ities which he may not possess, whilst the
other is simple and just interest or return
for capital advanced in the substantial
and vuluable form of benefits conferred
upon thecommunity amidst whom he ex¬

ercises bis talents.
Thus in the distinction I have attempt¬

ed to draw between character and repu¬
tation, have I not successfully pointed to
the true mode of inspiring confidence,
that great elements of professional suc¬

cess, prosperity, and usefulness? A man
without a good character may, it is true,
for a brief space, have a good reputation;
but with a good character he is not only
more sure of better reputation, but he
will have also the precious inward com¬
fort of knowing that it is deserved."

How UiiM-Llglit Effects llie Eye.
In a reportjrecently before the German

minister for education by the scientific
committee for medical affairs, the con¬

clusions arrived at are thst gas-light lias
no prejudical effect upon the eyes provid¬
ed they are protected from its direct act-
tion. For this purpose the committee rec-

ommend shades and bell-glasses of transl¬
ucent glass porcelain. They disapprove of
opaque metallic shades, since when these
are used the eyes, though themselves in
shade, gaze upon a strongly illuminated
surface and become dazzled and over-
stimulated. On account of the quantity
of heat evolved by gw, the burner
should not be too near the head of the
person; the heat is liable to cause head¬
ache and even congestion of the brain,
('lire should also bo taken to prevent the
llama from flickering.
